HONGKONG SNAKES. - 


‘| MANY VEHOMOUS SPECIES 


. FOUND LOCALLY. 


“Members of the Medical Society. 
of the Hongkong Univeralty 
great interest to a 
lecture on “Snakes of Hongkong,” 
delivered by Dr. G, A. C. Herklots, 
yesterday afternoon, and - after- 
wards wors given tho opportunity 
of examining live ond presorvod 
specimens «which: illustrated 
several of the examples mention- 
ed by-the lecturer. 

Dr. Herklota, in opening his 
subject, explained that ‘it was a 
very lnrge one, and that as thoro 
was no onay method of telling 
apart a ‘venomous snake from & 
non-venomous- one, it was only 
by know!ng ‘tho species them- 
selves, and thus avoiding con- 
founding: them with harmlcss 
varieties, that the problem of 
recognition could bo solved. The 
venomous snakes -of Hongkong 
were comittron to south-enat China, 
though there.-might bé a grea’ 
range of .varicty of harmless 
species In difforent d’stricts. In 
other parts of the, enstern tropics 
other venomous specics might alro 
eccur, and St would be well worth 
the time apont ff a doctor from 
Hongkong, who went to Singapore, 
learned to recognise the venomous 
apecics of Malayn in addition, 


Snakes Cannot Cry. 


The Reptilia, said the lecturer, 
was the highest doveloped class 
of the cold blooded vertebrates, 
and included the crocodiles, tur- 
tlea and allies, lizards and snakes. 

tn describing some of tho 
peculiarities of the snake, Dr. 
Herklots snid that a snake’cannot 
cry, or rather ‘that it cannot shed 
tears oxcopt through its nose, ‘for 
the tears wero drained off into 
the nasal cavities along special 
duets, ‘Phe “nose was well de- 
veloped and the sense of smell 
was acutc, The tongue was 
Sarmicas and: should nat be, 
as {t often was, confused with the 
Cangs. Swallowing might take 
hours, as-If was a process of 
rotting outside the food. It was 
woll to remember that a snake 
had no hands or paws with which 
to force food into its mouth, 

Snakes were intelligent, but 
most of them were of # morose 
disposit’on and did not care for 
company, even of other snakes, 
and therofore did not make good 
pete, ee 

Lato Goyernor’s Experience. 


Tho . most: primitive living 
family of snakes, the Typhlopidae 
was ‘fortunately’ represented in 
Hongkong, while the Python was 
also an ‘inhabitant. Str Cecil 
Clementi, late Governor of the 
Colony, once toid him that at 
Shek O, he saw a python that had 
swallowed a -deer.

Tips on Treatment, 

After making references to the 
various other varictics of venom- 
ous snakes found locally, Dr. 
Herklots sald that treatment with 
Q specific anti-venom was the on'y 
serta’n remedy, but none was 
available locally. Mixtures for 
the Colubrine and the Viperine 
groups were prepared in Batavia, 
Bangkok and Manila, and he 
thought a supply, should be kept 
in Hongkong. ' so 

For omergency treatment he ad- 
vised the  folowing.-—Apply 4 
tourniquet Immediately above the 
wound (net to be left on for more 
than one hour), then moke a deep 
incision In the wound w'th a razor 
blade and rub in Potassium per- 
mangannte crystals, and take the 
dead snake to the nearest doctor 
nt the double. Do not take 
alcohol in large quantitios. Thare 
were several treatmenta which the 
qualified doctor could carry out, 
injection of adrenalin or pitultrin, 
and Injections of I'me water to 
decrease the permeability of the 
blood vessels to encourage clot- 
ting und to counteract the de- 
calcifying properties of the venom. 
The treatment was different for 
different snakes, so anyone bitten 
was strongly advised to take the 
snake to the doctor. It was, nor 
for him to tell dootors or medical 
students how to treat snake bites, 
but if he could ever help them In 
the {identification of a specimen he 
would be delighted to be of ossis- 
tance.

that the conquest of the physical 
universe and the alevelopment of 
power and skill threagh the mit- 
chine have made available to the: 
present generation an abundance 
of things undreamed of by prec sd- 
ing generations, The machine 
has created wealth. It has be- 
queathed to the average citizen a 
long surcession of creature com- 
forts, It is a fair question, how- 
ever, whether this inerease in 
wenlth has been of equal benefit 
too all sections of. society. It is 
the conviction of many people 
that, whereas the industrial ma- 
chine bas overcome ecrtain limi- 
tations in modern social life, it 
has avcentuated others. In the 
opinion of these people the high 
productive capacity of modern Tne 
dustry has given no answer to the 
problem of the distritmtion of 
wealth in accordance with the re- 
ligious principles of justice and 
Jeve, Ho has been toe often) truce 
that the wealth created by the in- 
dustrial machine has flowed back 
natin inte the hands of those own- 
ing the machine. By the same 
token not a sufficient amnunt of 
the surplus of the profits accriing 
te these individuals has been de- 
voted to the task of guaranteeing 
the werkers of the world against 
the economic evils of everproduc- 
tion and unemployment. Society 
should net become so’ enameured

USE OF NAVY FOR 
FILMS. 


JUDGE'S STRONG 
COMMENTS. 


A dispute concerning paymenta 
due to the Admiralty for facilities 
provided for filming “The Flag 
Lieutenant’ led oo Mr. Justice 
Charles, In the King’a Bench 
Division to make atrong comments 
on the action of the Admiralty. 

He declared it to be “lamentable 
that our ships .and our seamen 

» should be used to produce films for 
many. companies.” He added: 
“There is, to me, something very 
sordid in that our great ships and 
our sailors should be used ‘for 
purposes of this sort.” 

The action waa one in’ which 
the Admiralty sued Astra Nutional 
Productions, of Waurdour-street, 
W.C., claiming £1,607 na an ad- 
ditional share due to them of the 
proceeds of the film under an 
agreement mode with the company 
in June, 1926, His Lordship found 
against the Admiralty. 

Mr. 8. O. Henn Collins, for the 

_ admiralty, said that the Company 
secured the consent -of — the 
Admiralty to take photographs of 
the ships and personne! of the 
Navy for the film, and the Ad-, 
miralty were to be pid a share 
of the receipts from the sale and 
rental of the film. "The Flag 
Lieutenant’ was produced, and a 
digpute had arisen on certain items 

‘of payment arising out of | the 
construction of the agreement, 

Under the agreement the Ad- 
mirally were to have 15 per cent. 
of the balance of the receipts from 
the film after deducting the actual 
cost of the production, distribution 
and exploitation of the film, The 
defendants got another incorporn- 
tion of themsclyes, National Piro. 
ductions, Limited, to make — the 
film, and now sought to charye 
againat the Admiralty in’ the 
aecounts, as actual cost of | pro- 
duction, distribution and exploita- 
tion the money expended by 
Natlonal Productions and the 
umount paid to that company by 
the defendunts fur making — the 
film, viz. 45 per cent. of the yrovs 
takings. [Ef the agreement meant 
what defendants suggested, it was: 
obyiotta that they could so arrange | 
their finances that intno event 
could the Admiralty get anything, 
at all 

“Is Agreement Lawful.” 

Mr. Justice Charles—That comes 
of the Admiralty embarking on 
things of this sort. You will have 
to satisfy me “that this ia a lawful 
agreement. “It fy not. for me to 
say a’ a judge whether this is 
desirable or not. oar 

Mr. Henn Collin8—The  Ad- 
miralty can use the ships and per- 
sonnel, so far as the Courts ure 


finve carefully considered, Onc 
cannot think this was: done only 
for gain but for other considern- 
tions behind it. It might be pu- 
pularising the navy. 

i Mr. Justice Charles—And it 
might to’ éxaetly the — reverse. 
Some films concerning the army 
~—not the army of this country— 
in my judgment bring the army 
Into utter contempt. 

Defendants’ Case. 

Mr. Henn Collins said that the 
defendants” case owas that the 
whole cost of the film to them- 
tylyes an renters and to the pro- 
ducera had to be taken — into 
account, On that basis they 
counter-claimed £2,828 which had 
been overpaid, or in another —al- 
ternative, £326. In additional, 
Mr. Russell Vick (for the defen- 
ants), in securing an amendment 
uf his counter-claim, said that 
neeounts Which had come in at a 
Inte. date would fnerense — the 
counter-claim by £306. The de- 
fendants did not plead that the 
mereement was unlawful. 

Mr.,dustice Charles found that 
on the construction of the contract 
the defendants were not entitled to 
include in the actual cost of the 
film's production the payments 
made to the other company - for 
producing, but coud include £6,- 
N59 paid to secure the film rights, 
and £65.84 for film copies, posters, 
ind music, 

In the result the Admiralty had 
heen overpnid by £112.) The claim 
accordingly failed, and oon the 
ounter-claimed defendants were 
vntitled to judwment for £112 with 
cesta of both claim and counter- 
cinim, .

Various methods had been ndupted 
to denl with the mennce. and finally 
naval or military gruarda were put, 
on board Pritish vessels, ‘Thin had 
been completely successful in prevent- 
ing piracy. At first the shipowners 
were required Lo pny the messing ex- 
penses of the ginrda put on board 
their ships, and to thin they did nat 
oblect, but since the apring of 
1930 they had been compelled 
to pay tho whole of tho 
expenses of the guarda so used. 
Tho ahipownern’ contention was that 
thin expense waa covered by the 
House of Commona votes, ta which 
they contributed an taxpnyern, and 
there was no power, ntatutosy or 
otherwise, which entitled the Crown, 
in Sta oxecutive capacity, to require 
Payment for that nervice,

Subject to the 
control which wan exercised by Parlias 
ment, the King had absolute dirce- 
tion and command of tho army. 
which Included power to disporo of 
men or stores as he might direct. The 
Army and the Admiralty had by ton, 

rnactice sold surplun ptores,- includ- 
ng obsolete ships, There was no 
direct statutory authority to do that, 
but there was plenty of statutory re- 
cournition of the legality of the prac- 

ce. 

What applied to stores. he contend- 
ed, applied also to men. Parliamen- 
tary control was still retained because 
oll receipts had to be brought into 
account, and were scrutinised hy 
audit, It would, he sabmitted, be 
subversive of the whole management 
and control of the army if the court 
were to come to the conclusion that 
it was illegal to receive payment for 
men or stores of the armed forces 
of the Crown. 

The Solicitor-Gencral, continuing 
hin argument for the Crown, snid 
there was historical proof of the fact 
that for n great many years payment 
had been received by the Crown for 
the nervices of its troops. There was, 
he submitted, nothing in the Army 
Act diminishing the power of the 
Crown in Chat respect and with re- 
gard to the disposal of the army. 

Lord Justice Lawrence-—If the 
military were asked to come to the 
ald of the clvil authorities do you 
say they could say, “Yes, we wili come, 
but you must pay us."’ Suppose, say, 
that the police were unable to dent 
with n situntion. Do you any that the 
military authorities could nay that? 

The Solicitor-Genernl.—As a mat- 
ter of constitutional political right J 
should say “No.” Jt Is a matter 
which would be discussed in Parlia- 
ment.

* The Solleitor-General added — that 
during the war the War Office rats- 
ed battalions of dock Inbourers and 
transport workers, who were regular: 
ly enlisted and paid by the War 
Office, The War Office charged the 
shipping and tranaport oompanien 
ordinary trade union rates for the 
services of these men. 

Slr Leslie Scott said there was no 
evidence nbout this, 

The Solicitor-General replied that 
it was a matter of history. 

After n consultation, Lord Juntice 
Scrutton snid the Court thought It was 
important to know past practice with 
regard to payments received for 
naval and miliary — services, The 
cane munt be adjourned for this to 
bo arcertnined, nnd he suvrested that 
the Crown should. furnish a state- 
ment of what an official of the War 
OMce could prove. : 

Attorney-General - said - he 
would get the War Offlee nnd the 
Admiralty to make exhaustive — re- 
scarches and communicate the result 
to the other aide. 

Sir Leslie Scott said his own in- 
vestigations Ied him to think thnt 
the field of inquiry was very wide. 
He hoped his clients would be given 
facilities for making inquiries,

had no doubt tho authorities would be 
Prepared to afford rensonable and 
Proper facilities.

Maginot, who dicd of typhoid 
fever, had been poisoned. Now, 
however, .a new necusation is be- 
ing made. A fow days beford fall 
ing {2 M. Mayinot was in a motor 
aceldent, hia car being hit by a 
taxi while he was hurrying fron 
an dinner party to the Chamber. 
M. Mayinot refused to lodge a 
complaint agninat the driver of 
the taxi, but after his death one 
of the dend Minister's military 
asta(l brought a charge of negligent 
driving against the man,

Members of the Medical Society 
of the Hongkong University 
Ustoncd with grent interest to a 
focture on “Snakes af Hongkong,” 
delivered by Dr. G. A. C. Herklo.s, 
yosterday aftornoon, ‘and . after: 
wards were given the opportunity 
of examining live and preserved 
specimens ‘which illustrated 
nevoral of the oxamples mention- 
ed by the lecturer. 

Dr. Herklots, In onentng his 
subject, explained that it was a 
very large onc, and that as thore 
was fo cnsy method of telling 
apart, © venomous anuke from a 
non-venomoua one, Jt wan only 
by knowing the -apecies them. 
selves, and thus avoitting can- 
founding them with harmless 
varictios, that the problem of

THE DISARMAMENT 
OUTLOOK. 


With real warfare proceeding in 
and around Shanghai, the General 
Committee of ‘the Disarmament 
Conference in at present sittin« 
in Geneva, In an endeavour to at- 
tain’ some basis of agreement for 
arms limitation which shall be ac- 
ceptuble to all the Powers, Im- 
portant issues are due for discus- 
sion, notably on the security ques- 
tion, ralaed by France. So far aa 
Britain is concerned, the view ex- 
pressed recently hy 2 former First 
Lord of the Admiralty will pro- 
bably find wide acceptance, name- 
ly that unless there is general and 
complete. disarmament, of which 
there is no hope, Britain requires 
an absolute ominfmum naval 
strength, ‘but that absolute mini- 
mum is, of course, always quall- 
fied by the relative strengths of 
other Powers If, therefore agreed 
y ratios between all the Powers con- 
cerned could be reached, there js 
no reason why n move should not 
be made by general percentage 
cuts. But the question ‘ia, “Will 
France agree to limit her naval 
strength to figures which are ren- 
sonable in relation to the figures 
adopted by the United States, 
Japan, and Britain in London?” 


The French attitude on disnrma- 
ment is, vocally, strongly in fa- 
vour, but in practice it is govern- 
ed by the magic word “security.” 
She refuses to make any really 
substantial reduction of arms un- 
til the other signatories to the 
Covenant have given such inter- 
pretations of Articles 8 and 16 of 
the Covenant as would, In her 
judgment, make her absolutely im- 
mune from attack. It was in en-, 
deavouring to satisfy that «plrit 
that Italy and Britain entered into 
‘the commitments of Locarno, 
which, in spite of the Briand- 
Kellogg pact on the cutlawry. of 
war, .could, nevertheless, and 
them into o legal war. The point 
which needa ta be stressed and 
fought out If real progress in dis- 
nrmament fs to be made is that 
Great Britain and certain other 
countries, Having. put thefr signa- 
turos to the League Covenant, to 
the Brinnd-Kellogg Pact, and to 
the Optional Clause, are prepared 
to take the riska involved in re- 
ducing armaments, relying upon 
the additional margin of safoty 
secured” by the . various cove- 
nonts, pacts and understandings. 
France, up to the present, {s not 
prepared to take that riak, and, a8

like Grent Britain are prepared, if 
other countries will do the same. 
to take the risks of pence, in the 
light of the existing covenants 
nnd pacts, she ought to do the 
same. b 

There are, of course, minor mat- 
ters on which some progress could 
be made, such as the reduction of 
the size of enpital ships, but oh- 
viously these are minor questions, 
The ren} issue ie—have the na- 
tions now provided themselves 
with sufficient alternative means 
of the settlement of disputes other 
than by appeal to the arbitrament 
of war? If so, there is no cnse 
rpainst substantial progress belng 
made in disarmament, but until 
alt the Great Powers are persund- 
ed of this no such real progress in 
disarmament will be made. 


Industry and Human Progress. 


Ja the industrin] machine a bene- 
fit or a detriment to the civilizn- 
tlon of the world? Such I» the 
fundamental question raised by 
the economic blizzard through 
avhich the world is still battling 
hazily to an uncertain end, ‘Refer 
ence has heen made to the fact 
that the conquest of the physical 
universe and the development of 
power and skill through the ma- 
chine have made available to the 
present generation an abundance 
of things undreamed of by prec2d- 
ing yenerations. The machine 
has erented wealth, Jt has be- 
quenthed to the average citizen a 
long sucecssion of creature com- 
forts. It is a fair question, how- 
ever, whether this increase in 
wenlth has been of equal benefit 
to all seetions of society. It is 
the conviction of many people 
that, whereas ‘the industrial ma- 
chine has overcome ecrtain limi- 
tations in modern social life, it 
has accentuated others. In the 
opinion of these people the high 
productive capacity of modern in- 
dustry has given no answer to the 
problem of the distribution of 
wealth in accordance with the re- 
ligious principles of justice and 
love. It has been too often true 
that the wealth created by the in- 
dustrin! machine has flowed back 
again into the handa-of those own- 
ing the machine. By the. same 
token not a sufficient’ amount of 
the surplus of the profita accruing 
to these individuals has been de- 
voted to the task of guaranteeing 
the workers of the world against 
the econoniic evils of overproduc- 
tion and unemployment. Society 
should not become go enamoured 
with the economic benefits result- 
Ing from the functioning of the 
machine as to hecome indifferent, 
to the resulting problems of soclal 
justice, While developing horse- 
power it must not overlook: the 
need of developing the. moral 
power sufficient to mect the social 
requifements of. a righteous world 
community. Religion and educa- 
tion must come to the ald of ccono- 
mics if this maral power is to be 
forthcoming. Justice to all must 
be the watch-word of the com- 
munity ‘that makes use of the ma- 
chine—justice © to Capltnl, to La- 
Bour and to the consuming pub- 
lic. The economic world stands 
at a croasrond. The direction 
should be dectded: not. with the 
thought of emphasising the condi- 
tions of particular classes but 
with the thought of bringing .to 
mankind as a wholo that measure 
of social justice necessary.:to the 
prosperity and happiness of the 
entire community. ‘

LAW OVERLOOKED.

INSURANCE COMPANY 
. DISCLOSURE. 


Another insurthnee socicty—the 
Royal Liver Friendly Society—is 
criticised in a report issued from 
the offtce of the Industrial Assur- 
ance Commissioner. 


When a policy owner agrees to 
accept a new policy in substitu- 
tion for an old policy an insur- 
ance company (according to 
Section 25 of the Industrial As- 
surance Act, 1923) must in most 
cases pay the surrender value of 
the old policy or issue a free pald- 
up policy of equivalent value, 

It is this section that has been 
overlooked. The society has now 
reviewed the whole of its new 
business since January, 1924, and 
as a result has authorised the 
issuc of 96,695 free paid-up 
policies assuring £131,357.

The old red jacket is the 
mark of the British Line. Al- 
though it is the Royal liverty, it 
was the colour adopted by Crom- 
well for his New Model.

Continental armies have been 
our great models. Frederick the 
Great first evolved the theory that 
x man must be tight-laced to fight.

USE. OF NAVY FOR 
FILMS. — 


JUDGE'S STRONG 
COMMENTS. 


A dispute concerning payments 
due to the Admiralty for facilities 
provided for filming “The Flag 
Licutenant’ led oo Mr. Justice 
Charics, in the King’a Bench 
Division to make strong commenta 
on the action of the Admiralty, 

He declared it to be “lamentable 
that our shipa and our xvamen 
should be used to produce films for 
many = companies.” He added: 
“There is, to me, something very 
sordid in that our great ships and 
our sailors should be used for 
purposes of this sort." 

The action was one in” which 
the Admirulty sued Astra National 
Productions, of Wardour-strect, 
W.C., claiming £1,607 as an ad- 
ditional share due to them of the 
proceeds of the film under an 
agreement made with the company 
in June, 1926. His Lordship found 
against the Admiralty. 

Mr. 8. 0. Henn Collins, for the 
admiralty, said that the Company 
secured the consent oof — the 
Admiralty to take photographs of 
the ships nnd personnel of the 
»Navy for the film, and, the Ad- 
miralty were to be paid a share 
of the receipts from the sale and 
rental of the film. “The Flag 
Licutenant’ was produced, and a 
dispute had arisen on certain itema 
of -payment arising out of — the 
construction of the agreement, 

Under the agreement the Ad- 
mirnlty wen: to have 15 per cent. 
of the balance of the receipts from 
the flim after deducting the actual 
coat of the production, distribution 
and exploitation of the film. The 
defendants got’ another incorpora- 
tion of themuelves, National T'ro- 
ductions, Limited, {0 make the 
film. and now sought to charge 
against the Admiralty in the 
accounts ax actunl cost of | pro- 

duction, distribution and expluita- 
tion the money expended by 
National Productions cand the 
amount paid te that company by 
the defendants fer making the 
film, viz, 45 per cent. of the gross 
takings. If'the agreement ment 
what defendants suggested, it was 
obvieus that they could so arrange 
thels finances that in no event 
ue the Admiralty get anything 
ata 

“Is Agreement Lawful.” 

Mr. Justice Charles—That comes 
of the Admiralty embarking on 
things of this sort. You will have 
to satisfy me that thig is a lowful 
ugreement. It is not for me to 
any as a judge whether this is 
desirable or not. 

Mr. Henn Collins—The — Ad- 
-miralty cnn use the ships and per- 
sonnel, so far us the Courts aro 
concerned, how they please. Any 
conplaint to be made is made in 
Parliament. 

. Mr. Justice Charles—I um not 

‘at all anitafed that they can do 
this lawfully at all. If the agree- 
ment {s unlawful [ cannot imple- 
ment it, however satisfactory it 
muy have been to one alde or the 
other. 

- | Mr. Henn Collins—The Army 
ean be uscd undor the Royal pre- 
rogative for any use which the 
Army Council sco fit, and if thoy 
misuse it that ‘does not give a 
right to any citizon to complain 
to this Court. He must proceed 
by Parllamentary methods to im- 
reach the Minister concerned. 

Mr. Justice Charles—I shall 
have to nec whether It is my duty 
to take judicial notloe of the 
mutter, and say whether it [3 a Inw- 
ful agreement or not. 
“Nr. Honn Collins—No doubt 
‘this {6 a matter which the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty 


lie fave carefully considered. One 
leannot think this was done only 
an vain but for other epnasidera- 

tions behind It. It might be pe- 
 pularising the navy. 

Mr, Justice Charles—And it 
omighf to exactly the reverse, 
| Some films concerning the army 
—not the army of this country— 
in my judgment bring the army 
{nto utter contempt. 

Defendants’ Case. 

Henn Collins said that the 
defendants’ .cnuse wna that the 
whole cost of the film to them- 
eelves aa rentera and to the pro- 
ducers had to be taken into 
account. On that~ basis they 
counter-claimed £2,828 which had 
been overpnid. or in another al- 
ternative, £326, In additional, 
Mr. Russell Vick (for the defen- 
ants), in securing an amendment 
of his counter-claim, sald that 
uccounta which had come in at a 
lute date would increase — the 
counter-claim by £306. The de- 
fendants did not plead that the 
uyereement was unlawful. 

Mr. Justice Charles found that 
on the construction of the contract 
the defendants were not entitled to 
inelude in the actual cost of the 
film's production the payments 
made to the other company for 
producing, but could include £6,- 
359 paid to secure the film rights, 
and £6,848 for film copies, posters, 
nnd music. 

In the result the Admiralty had 
been overpaid by £112. The claim 
necordingly failed, and on the 
-ounter-clalmed defendants were 
entitled to judgment for £112 with 
coats of both claim and counter- 
claim, 

-“Quite Lamentable.” 

“Although it ia my province, as 
n judge, to interpret the contract,” 
added Mr. Justice Charles, “I 
desire to say that from my point 
of view it appears to me to be 
quite lamentable that our ships 
and or seamen should be used ‘to 
produce films not for one company 
sdone but for many companies. 

“The Britannia, Gaumont, and 

the National Production film com- 
pinies were brought into'being, I 
beliese and hope, fora totally 
diVerent reason, and there is to 
me something: very sordid in that 
great ships and our snilors should 
be used far purposes of this sort, 
‘ “Tsay nothing of the dangers 
of such a practice which must be 
obvious too anvorns who considers 
jthe tnatter for one moment. 
“The Admirally prt themselves 
“ly in the hands: of cinema 
companies, who sny they are not 
loyally disposed. Whether they do 
no or not Ide not know, and cer- 
tainly the Admiralty do not. 

“T think it proper to make these 
observations for, + “Tightly or wrong. 

fool that it is a matter which 
affects the subject as well ns the 
nayy. 

Mr. S. C. Henn Collins appeared 
for the Admiralty; and Mr, G, 
Russell Vick (instructed, by Mr, 
Francia C. Felet) for defendants.
